Claims 72,80,83, and 105 were amended and claims 74,84,86, and 99 were 
cancelled in the examiner's amendment made of record in the notice of allowance 
mailed 3-17-08. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 

record neither teaches nor substantially renders obvious the prosthetic heart valve 
device as claimed, and In particular a heart valve comprising a stent having a plurality of 
longitudinally rigid support beams of fixed length and a plurality of expandable web-like 
constructions extending between and connected to the beams wherein the weblike 
portions and beams form a circular or tubular profile of the stent.
